‘““That is why we need more cannon
and of eourse to have more cannon
we have to have cannonf factories. I
prediet that within two years you will
see in Bridgeport cannon Tfactories
which will give employment to more
than 20,000 persons, you will =es bet-
ter coast defenses built, mors cannon
installed and =2 great increase in the
standing army snd the militia.”™

Capt. Bannerman is a realative of
Francis Bannerman of New York who
buys and selis all sorts of arms and
ammunition and is reputed to have
fitted out a great majority of the
South American revolutions as well
ag military expeditions in all parts of
the world. Iona island in the Carri-
bean sea is famous as a storehouse for
munitions of war and is guarded by
a private army which the owners of
the munitions maintain there. !

In 1891 Capt. Bannerman came to
Bridgeport and lived for a time at the

paroled on condition that he leave the
country and not return. -
